this plodding column all that day. 
They wouldn't believe It unless Gen- 
eral Teishlng himself, told them—and, 
sure enough, the march was starting 
again. "Fall in," came the order, and 
the hobcHlls again took np die busi- 
ness of the day. 


As darkness fell the column entered 


a partially ruined village. More ru- 
mors, more scoffing. Didn't the "top"' 
give orders to be prepared to move 
out before morning? 
Billets were 


found in barns and houses; lights 
flickered about the rolling kltchent; 
the odor of damp wood burning quick- 
ly gave way to the sweetness of fry- 
ing bacon and boiling coffee. In an 
hour the soldiers slept 


But no hurried order came to move 


on before dawn. The men slept late, 
and when they awoke the sun waa 
shining.
